After the display of torture vic- 
tims and implements, Sampson re- 
peated his earlier claim that the 
11,000-man national guard “had to 
intervene to avert civil war.” But 
he refused to admit that they were 
led by Greek officers controlled by 
the Athens regime. 

. “These officers have been here 
since 1964," he said. “They all have 
Cyprus nationality, Cyprus pass- 
ports and reside here permanently.” 
This statement was greeted by au- 
dible titters from Cypriot newsmen 
in the audience. .

Simon: Our atm—sound economic 
growth to promote lasting peace

B-G AIRPORT. — Although Israel 
is plagued by inflation, its economy 
is sound and will grow provided 
there is lasting peace in the Middle 
East, U.S. Secretary of the Treasury 
William Simon said yesterday after- 
noon before he flew to Saud! Arabia. 

“Israel’s economic growth is as- 
sured,” Simon told newsmen at the 
end of his two days of talks with 
Israeli leaders. “But without lasting 
peace there cannot be economic 
growth. The purpose of our visit 
hag been to promote sound econ- 
omic growth, which will promote 
a@ lasting peace.” 

Bimon said that in following up 
the initiative taken by President 
Nixon during his visit to Israel last 
month he had engaged in “intensive 
and extensive” discussions

Israel's long-range military, defence, 
political, and economic needs. 

He said that the U.S.-Israel agree- 
ment to cooperate in these Aelds

TEL AVIV. — An agreement to 
pay cost-of-living allowances on the 
first IL1,000 of the basic monthly 
salary was aligned yesterday by 
Uriel Abrahamowicz, head of the 
Trades Union Department of the 
Histadrut, and Dov ‘Jacobowitz, 
chairman of the Labour Committee 
of the Manufacturers Association, 

As the C-o-L index rose to 20.7 
per cent on July 15, the maximum 
allowance will be IL207. The mini- 
mum wage will rise from IL625 to 
TL687. 

Until now, the maximum monthly 
salary on which C-o-L allowances 
were paid was I1.700. 

The Histadrut-Manufacturers As- 
sociation pact marks a precedent. 
But the worker's gain in pownds- 
and-agorot is hazy. 

On July 1, Finance Minister Ye- 
hoshua Rabinowitz dropped a bomb- 


worker. This was to be labour’s 
contribution to the new economic 
plan. 

However, the Histadrut refused 
to go along with this. So last week 
the Government issued orders that 
will raise approximately the same 
sum, but through other means. 
First, the existing war loan a worker 
pays on his taxable income has:

Economists es- 
timate that low-wage workers will 
fare a little better under this ar- 
rangement than if the "Histadrut 
would have agreed to a withhold- 
ing of the C-o-L payment, since the 
low-wage earner — who usually has 
a large family — has very little 
taxable income.

The second was what 
Simon termed “soft” aid: such 85 
technical assistance, encouragement 
of American investment and avail- 
abllity of U.S. experts in various 
fields. 


Simon said his visit concentrated 
on developing this type of aid. This 
was reflected in a joint statement 
issued yesterday which said both 
governments were to work on 
establishing a U.S.-Israel trade and 
investment council and on the means 
of drawing “to the attention of the 
business community in the U.S. that 
invesiment in israel is in the com- 
mon interest of the U.S. and Israel.” 

Before his departure, Mr. Simon 
held a working luncheon in Tel 
Aviv with Defence Minister Shimon 
Peres, the Chief of Staff. R/A.Mor- 
dechai Gur, and other Israeli and 
American officials. Reviewing Is- 
rael’s defence needs, Mr. Peres 
noted the “wide gap” ‘between the 
tremendous sums of money being 
poured by the Arab states into 
their milftary machines and Israel's 
far more modest security expen- 
ditures. 

Aided by the Soviets, the modern 
and expensive technology of the 
Arab weapons system posed “a most 
Serious challenge" to Isracl, the 
Defence Minister said. 

Israel was not making demands 
of the U.S., Mr, Perea said. On the 
contrary, it was grateful for all 
the aid extended now and in the 
past. But so that Israel could con- 
tinue to méet this challenge in the 
future, and to maintain the balance 
of ‘forces, this aid will have to con- 
tinue, he said.

The consultations with Simon this 
week can be seen as a counterpoise 
to Israel's long negotiations in recent 
years with the Common Market. 
Many countries outside Western 
Burope have been seeking entry into 
the world’s most attractive free-trade 
area, The U.S. finds itself on the 
outside of a tariff wall that encom- 
passes a growing number of coun- 
tries — including Israel. 

Yet the Americans give unstinting 
support to Israel, while the Eu- 
ropeans observe a studied neutrality.

stressed the necessity for a “dis- 


engagement between Jordan and 15- 
rael “as afirst step towards a peace 
ful and just solution.” 

The latter phrase was likely to set 
the pattern of the next phase in the 
Israel-Arab dialogue which is due 
to be intensified with the visits of 
the Foreign Ministers of Israel, 
Egypt, Jordan and Syria to Washing- 
ton within the next few weeks in 
advance of the reconvening of the 
Geneva peace conference. 

The communique is viewed as 
having ended the Jordan-PLO con- 
troversy over who represents the 
Palestinians, at least at the present 
stage — thus deciding that the pro- 
blem concerned only the governments 
in the region. 

In depriving the terrorists of their 
claim to represent ali Palestinians 
including those in Jordan, the com- 
munique said that Sadat and Hus- 
sein “declare that the PLO is the 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinians with the exception of 
the Palestinians residing in the Ha- 
shemite Kingdom of Jordan." 

This specific definition omitted 
the word “sole” which the terrorists 
had repeatedly emphasized in claim- 
ing exclusive representation of the 
Palestinians. It also omitted the 
word “people” which the terrorists 
also used in describing the Pales- 
tinians, 

The wording of the communique 
Indicated that the PLO authority was 
confined to its centres of political 
activity among the refugees, mainly 
in Lebanon and Syria. It will also be 
recalled that several thousands of 
Palestinians now working in Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait and the Gulf states 
hold Jordanian passports as is the 
case with the West Bank residents. 

The communique did not mention 
the Gaza Strip Palestinians whom 
Calre pas een recent supplying 
with special Egyp passports for 
travel abroad.

phases of the Geneva peace talks, 
the communique said that the two 
sides have agreed on “the need for 
the participation of the PLO, in- 
dependently, in the functions of the 
Geneva peace conference at the ap- 
propriate time in support of the 
Palestinian people's right for seif- 
determination.” 

The communique pledged to main- 
tain continued and orderly coordina- 
tion between Egypt, Jordan, Syria 
and the PLO to consolidate the Arab 
pesition, facilitate concerted action 
by “the confrontation Arab forces,” 
and to guarantee an Arab under- 
standing “prior to the resumption of 
the Geneva peace conference.” 

It also pledged to work for the 
restoration of “all occupled terri- 
tories including Jerusalem and the 
relostatement of the  leigtimate 
rights of the Palestinian people.” 
The ccemmunigue deplored Israel's 
recent raids on “civilian targets in 
Lebanon." It also expressed concern 
over the current events in Cyprus. 

Meanwhile, the Israel Cabinet is 
expected to study the communique 
over the weekend in preparation for 
@ possible debate at the govern- 
ment's weekly session on Sunday — 
which had been scheduled to discuss 
Foreign Minister Yigal Allon's forth- 
coming trip to Washington. 

In the event it is assured that a 
delayed role for the PLO in Geneva 
would not jeopardize possible peace 
agreements with the neighbouring 
States, the Cabinet would undoubted- 
ly zo ahead with its dialogue with 
Jordan, Egypt and Syria. Conse- 
quently, the Cabinet might drop all 
debate on the Palestinian issue at 
this stage. 

Until late last night, the terro-

WASHINGTON. — Senator Henry 
Jackson (D-Wash.) said yesterday 
that the Soviet Union might agree 
to allow a fixed number of Jews to 
emigrate annually, but he doubted 
the Soviets would agree to stop their 
harassment of emigration applicants 

and other political prisoners. 


“The heart of our problem is 
harassment and to work out an 
agreement on this issue, not just 
numbers," he said after he and sena- 
tors Abraham Ribicoff (D-Conn.) 
and Jacob Javits (R-N.Y.) conclud- 
ed a two-hour breakfast meeting 
with Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer, 

The Senators have been meeting 


with the Secretary over the past 
few months in an attempt to find 
ἃ. compromise solution to the Sena- 
tors’ “freedom of emigration” amend- 
rig to the Administration's trade 

Jackson said after the meeting that 
“it is fair to say that we have made 
progress.” State Department spokes- 
man Robert Anderson said that 
“definite progress was made at the 
Meeting,” but Mr. Anderson dec- 
lined to provide any details. He told 
cewsmen that he would prefer “to 
Jeave it as a general statement.” 

Jackson said that the Soviets 
want “to do something,” but, their 
“biggest problem” is saving face. 
“We have to find a way to improve 
emigration without the Eussians 
losing face,” he noted,

Anonymous Dane

‘A Danish gentile, whose awareness 
of the Jews was kindled by Hebrew 
inscriptions on tombstones he passed 
as a child on the way to school, 
has presented an unsolicited con- 
tribution of im. kroner {about 
1L750,000) to Jerusalem's Shaare 
Zedek Hospital. 

“Those letters had a mysterious 
and unreal effect on me,” recalled 
34-year-old Thorkild Kirstensen at a 
recent reception held in his honour 
In Copenhagen. “How was it possible 
for a people whose ancestors had 
been driven out of Israel some 1,900 
years before by the Romans to end 
their days in the provincial Danish 
town of Aalborg? 

“Since then my wife and I have 
met many descendants of this people 
around the world — in Moscow, 
Mongolia, China and Williamsberg --- 
and indeed they are alive,” he con- 
thhued. “While most nations of the 
world have long ago been absorbed— 
at e time where values are changing 
continuously——I have found a people 
who are still holding on to their 
faith and ideals.” 

Covertly, like some fairy god- 
mother out of Hans Christian Ander- 
sen, the Danish millionaire sent a 
close friend to Israel to scout out 
a suitable -reciptent of his philan- 
thropy. ‘Ht emissary spent 10 days 
in- Jerusalem. While visiting’ Shaare 
Zedek anonymously, he met a Dan- 
ish-speaking patient who was par- 
ticularly grateful for the devoted 
care he was receiving.

Of this, private foreign investors pat 
up 1250m. Another IL50m was 
granted by the Government, and the 
remaining 1L.100m. was loaned by the 
Government. 

Management is recruiting a total 
of 400 men and women for when the 
highly automated plant reaches full 
production.

As for expected profitabflity, Dr.

INFLATION THREATENS DEMOCRACY 
Sehmidt: No tension now 


between U.S., Nato allies 


BONN (AP). — West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt said 
‘Wednesday that tension between the 
U.S. and its European allies has 
largely disappeared and Atlantic re- 
-lations now can be viewed in a 
“rather relaxed way.” 

In en exclusive interview with the 
Associated Press he also said infla- 
tion was an urgent problem that 
could endanger democratic society 
and called on developed nations to 
act firmly to hold down prices. 

Re; Atlantic relations, 
Schmidt said that since last year’s 
Middle Bast war and the subsequent 
energy crisis, which put severe strains 
on the NATO alliance, Washington 
and Western Europe have recognized 
the necessity “to consult each other 
before you act.” “So I think any 
of the participating parties will at 
present see and judge European- 
American relations in a rather re- 
jaxed way. I don’t have the feeling 
of any tension any longer.” 

Schmidt, whose country’s seven per 
cent inflation rate is one of the 
lowest in the West, urged the gov- 
ernments of industrialized nations 
“to act much more decisively against 
the inflationary sources inside their 
own countries than most of them 
have done hitherto.

LONDON (UPI). — Several Mein-

Irish Republican Army bamb that 
mangled children and their parents 
in the historic Tower of London on 
‘Wednesday.
